H. C, Evans* case was discontinued until 
Jane 18; the case against Chas. Moore, of 
Hood & Co., city charges, were dismissed, 
and state warrants will be issued. -The 
caio of Herbert Mills was continued until 
Saturday, and'E/Mnnnlng Stockton, who 
ouce pleaded guilty, will be prosecuted on 
another case Saturday.

SCessage to Congress. 

The message In part follows: 

I transmit herewith the report of 
Mr. James B. Reynolds nnd Commis- 
sioner Charles P. Neill, the special 
committee whom I appointed to In- 
vestigate Into the conditions in the 
stack yards of Chicago and report 
thereon to me. This report 1s of a 
preliminary nature. I submit It to 
you now because It shows the urgent 
need of Immediate action by the con- 
gress In the direction of providing a 
drastic and thoroughgoing Inspection 
by the federal government of all stock 
yards and packing houses and of 
their products, bo far as- the latter 
enter Into Interstate or . foreign com- 
merce. The conditions shown by even 
this short Inspection to exist In tho 
Chicago stock yards. are revolting. It 
Is imperatively necessary In tho in- 
terest ol health and of decency thnt 
they should bo radically changed. TJn< 
dor the existing law.it Is wholly Im- 
possible to. secure satisfactory results. 

•The report shows that the stock; 
yards and packing be uses are not kept 
even reasonably clean, and that the' 
method of handling and preparing 
food products. Is uncleanly and dan- 
gerous to health i 

Under existing law . the national 
government has no power to enforce 
inspection of the many farms of pre-' 
pared meat food products that are 
dally going from the packing houses 
Into Interstate commerce. Owing to 
an Inadequate appropriation the de- 
partment of agriculture Is not the even' 
able. to' place Inspectors In all estab- 
lishments desiring them, 

The present law prohibits tho ship- 
ment or uninspected meat to foreign, 
countries, but there Is no provision 
forbidding the shipment of uninspect- 
ed meats In Interstate commerce, and 
thus the avenues of Interstate com- 
merce are left. open to traffic in dis- 
eased or spoiled meats. It, as has been 
alleged on seemingly good authority, 
further ■ evils exist, such as the im- 
proper use ot chemicals and dyes, the 
government lacks power to remedy 
them; , . 

A law Is heeded which will enable 
the Inspectors '.of tho general govern- 
ment to' Inspect and supervise from 
the hoof to the can the preparation 
ot the meat food product 

Evil in Canned Products, 

Tho evil seems to bo much less In 
the sale of dressed. carcasses than. In 
.the sale of canned and other prepared 
products; and«yory much less as re- 
gards products sent abroad than as 
regards those used at homo.' 

I urge the Immediate enactment Into

OHIOAaO PACKING- HOUSES 

AND STOCKYARDS FTXTH"? 

■Washington, June" 4. — The follow- 
ing Is a synopsis . of the report 
of J. B. Reynolds and Commis- 
sioner Neill to the president on con- 
ditions In the Chicago stockyards. The 
two officials recently Investigated the 
charges ot the horrible conditions 
there on the instance of the president, 
and the report has been anxiously 
awaited. 

Qleanliness Is Absent. 

Tho report says that two and one- 
halt weeks' were spent In the Investi- 
gation In Chicago, during which "we 
went through the principal packing 
bouses in the stockyards district to- 
gether with a few of the smaller ones. 
A day was spent by Mr. Reynolds In 
New York' city in the Investigation of 
Its loading' slaughtering houses." 

The report says that tn many of 
the rooms whore waiter Is used freely 
the t floors aro soaked and slimy, and 
the dark and dingy rooms are natural- 
'•7 not kept suitably clean. An ab- 
sence of cleanliness was found', every- 
where In the handling of meat being 
prepared for the various meat prod- 
ucts. The parts that are sent from 
the cooling room to these departments 
whore various forms of meat products 
are prepared, are handled with no re- 
gard' whatever to cleanliness. The 
'■workers climb ovei" heaps of meat, se- 
lect the pieces' thoy wish, and fre- 
quently throw them down upon the 
dirty floor besldo their bench. 
■ Shovel' Kent from Floors. 

"In a word,!' the report adds, "we 
saw. meat shoveled from filthy wooden 
floors, .'piled 'on tables rarely washed, 
pushed from room to room In rotton 
box carta, In all of which processes It 
was In tho way of gathering dirt, 
splinters, floor filth; it was always the 
reply that this meat would afterwards 
be cooked, and that this sterilisation 
would prevent any danger from its 
use,-' A very considerable portion oi 
the meat so handled la seat out as 
smoked products and In tho form, of 
sausages, which are prepared to bo 
eaten without being cooked. 

"A particularly glaring instanco ot 
uncleanllncsa was found In a room 
where the 'best grade of sausage was 
being propared for export." 

Sanitary Provisions Bad. 

The report arraigns the sanitary 
provisions In -the buildings as abom- 
inable, nnd says the men and women 
plunge their naked hands Into . the 
moat to bo converted hi to food 'prod,- 
uctis, .The rpport nays. the burden of 
protecting tho cleanliness, of the. prod- 
ucts and tho health of" the workers 
and' Improving tho conditions must fall 
upon the national government » 

Department . superintendents "seem 
to ignore all considerations except the 
account hook," nnd proper care of the 
products and of health and .comfort 
ot the employee; is 'Impossible,, and the

A skein of mystery interwoven with love 
and pathos surround* the disappearance of 
15-year-old Carrie Si vers of this village.

A hurried consultation was 
held and he drove away, 

After his departure the girl seemed 
downemt. The hnd stated to Mrs. Eineoi 
thnt she had seen him in the evening as 
she was seen to leave the house and join 
two men for a few minutes. Later she 
confessed that she bad lied to the family 
and that the men she met were not "Babe 
nnd bii brother," as she had said. Who 
they were is not known. 

In the evening following her early morn- 
ing consultation with Soules and the even- 
ing meeting with the two men, she disap- 
peared. 

Soules is alleged to have received a let- 
ter from her, stating that she no longer 
loved him nnd signed "Mrs. Edwards."

Hond Agreed to ruTiilau Cnrs for Oni 

JUUioa Tons of Coal, Which 

Pud Concern Was 

to Mine, 
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Philadelphia, Juno 6. — Too Now 
York Central &. Hudson River railroad 
has been added to the list ot those 
charged with receiving gifts from coal 
companies, 

IS. V. W. Robs! tor, vice president ol 
the road, In charge of the financial de- 
partment, was the first witness before 
the interstate commerce commission 
when that body Tuesday resumed Its 
Investigation Into alleged discrimina- 
tion in the distribution of coal cars. 
Mr, Rossi tor stated he is a director 
of the Beech. Creek Coal and Cake 
company, representing the Interests of 
the railroad company on the board. He 
explained that the railroad originally 
held 5,000 shares In the Beech Creek 
Coal and Coke company, and that the 
company was absorbed by the Pennsyl- 
vania Coal and Coke company. 

While now a part of the latter com- 
pruiy Its business was conducted . un- 
der Its original title. The railroad, the 
•witness sold, owns 6,000 shares of pre- 
ferred, 5,000 shares of common stock, 
and $500,000 worth of five per cent 
Lords In the Pennsylvania Coal and 
Coke company. 

Says Stock Was a Gift. 

"How did the railroad acquire Its 
stock in the original Beech Creek Coal 
and poke companyT" inquired Com- 
missioner Cockrell. 

"It was given to the railroad In 
1901, when the coal company was or- 
fionized.',' 

"The railroad paid no cash for It." 

"'No. It was given far traffic rea- 
sons," 

Continuing, Mr. Rosslter said that a 
contract had been signed by the rail- 
road and the cool company and the 
stock was given in consideration of the 
.contract 

) Thla contract was produced by coun- 
sel for the railroad company and read 
by Mr. Whitney. It was dated Jan- 
uary 17, 1901, and by its provisions the 
-coal company agreed to mine at least 
1,000,000 tons of coal every year, and 
the railroad agreed to furnish cars 
■equal to that amount of coal annually, 
^exclusive of fuel curs. The railroad 
lurther agreed to Interest itself In no 
other coul company excepting the 
Clearfield bituminous coal corporation. 
The railroad also agreed to purchase 
£00,000 tons of fuel coal every year. 

The. total capital of the Pensylvnnln 
Conl and Coke company, Mr. Kosslter 
thought. Is ?10,000,000 or $12,000,000. 
Interested in Other Companies. 

Mr. Kosslter, in answer to Mr. Whlt- 
xey, aaid the Clearfield corporation 
was a merger of a number of smaller 
companies owned by the Now York 
Central. These companies, he said, 
supplied only fuel coal to the rail- 
road. The capital of the corporation 
he said was $1,000,000. The witness 
stated that the railroad also owned 
the entire stock or .the Gallltzen Coal 
company, but had an agreement with 
the Webster Coal and Coke company 
by which the latter operated the 
mines. 

Commissioner Clements questioned 
Mr. Kosslter concerning the policy of 
the New York Central as to Its officials 
holding stock In coal mining com- 
fables, 

He said there was no absolute rule, 
"but It was tacitly understood to be 
* gainst the policy for officials to hold 
such stock, 

Cassatt Hay Not Testify, 

It is not certain that A. J. Cassatt, 
president of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company, will be called as a witness 
before the commission. No subpoena 
lias been Issued for President Cassatt. 
aind Commissioner Clements indicated 
that he might not bo asked to testi- 
ly, Mr. Clements said; 

"We will not ask the highest officials 
of any of the roads to appear until we 
Jiavu learned all that Is possible from 
■their subordinates, and then, If we 
think we want more light on the sub- 
ject, we may send for them. However, 
-v;e will not stop until we know all 
about thi3 matter. As far as I know 
- there has been no communication on 
the . subject between the commission 
and President Cassatt."

QUAINT OLD JURY BOX, 



Xt Was In Use in Lynn, Massachu- 
setts, from 1732 to 
1003. 



A little lacquered, wooden box, now 
In tho possession of the Lynn His- 
torical society, and labeled simply 
"Old Jury Dox," could, had It a 
tongue, tell a long nnd most Interest- 
ing story of tho growth of tho town 
and city of Lynn during tho past 200 
years, 

The box itself Is like most other 
boxes made ' in tho early part of , the 
eighteenth century, dovetailed nt the 
corners and glued together.' It is not 
a large box, yet tho names of many 
of Lynn's best citizens havo beeri 
drnwn from It for service on a jury 
sitting in. Judgment on tbolr fellow- 
men. 

On the bottom of the box aro the 
figures "1732," nnd It is thought that 
this Is the date the box was made. 
Dy whom it was constructed nobody 
seems to know, and nothing can bo 
found In the old town records regard- 
ing Its use. Howovor, It Is known 
that It was used nearly 200 years, 
and that it is probably tho oldest box 
In Lynn to- day. 

From the time It was constructed 
nntll 1903 It was In constant use. 
But as tho years rolled by and the 
town - grew Into a city, and a small 
city Into ono of grent proportions, the 
box proved too small to hold the 
names of tho Jurors. 

In 1903 City Clerk Joaoph-W. Att- 
wlll ordered a now Jury box to be 
made. This Is of oak and much larger 
than the old box.- Soon after tho com- 
pletion of tho new box the old box 
was presented to the Lynn Historical 
society, and at present rests In a large 
wall cabinet. 

The box has a ball of hand-wrought 
Iron and an old-fashioned lock and 
hinges of the same material. A little 
slot In the top admits of dropping tho 
names Into the box. The inside la left 
In the natural wood, but tho outside Is 
lacquered, and Is about tho color of 
old mahogany,

Cask of Precious Metal That Wai 

Stolen and Burled in Indian 

Territory. 



During the closing years of the civil 
war, when the Indian territory was the 
habitation of scores of lawless bands 
who lived by pillaging the country, a 
cask of gold was taken from a party of 
soldiers on their way to Fort Gibson and 
burled somewhere In the vicinity ol 
what is known as Willow Springs. 

Upon the arrival of the soldiers at the 
fort without the gold a large detach- 
ment of soldiers was sent out against 
the bands of outlaws. A battle ensued 
In which ail of the outlaws were killed 
except one. This one was sentenced to a 
life term In thB penitentiary at Fort 
Leavenworth. 

. Hope had never faded from this man 
and he expected somo day to be par- 
doned and then to return for the hidden 
treasure*. As the years rolled by, how- 
ever, the confinement broke this man In 
health, and a few weeks ago he passed 
away In his cell In the government 
prison. Berore he died, though, this 
man told his attendants the story of the 
robbery and as nearly as possible where 
the treasure was burled. 
• A party has been In the "Willow 
Springs country 1hr several weeks 
searching for the lost gold, but no trace 
has been found. So much faith has been 
pinned to thsdylngman'sstory, though, 
• another search Is to be Instigated. The 
previous hunters have been persons en- 
tirely unfamiliar with the country, but 
now one of Vlnltae young men who has 
lived near "Willow Springs since child- 
hood wilt be employed and a thorough 
search made'. 

Pood for the'Dead. 
Com and bread are still offered by 
the pious Basques of ;ho Pyrenees to 
the dear departed on their death anni- 
versary. A traveler In Spain de- 
scribes how at San Sebastian he bas 
often seen some poor fisherman's 
daughter praying In a church for a 
dead relative, "amid baskets full of 
fruit, loaves of bread and corn, and 
kneeling upon 1 the tomb of her ances- 
tors." 



Edward Grossman, of Ely, Minn., 
owns one of the oddest teams in Amor* 
loa. He has succeeded In the umiBUal 
task of breaking a pair of mooso to 
drive In harness. In his buggy Mr. 
Grossman Bplns about as rapidly be- 
hind these nnlmnls as If drawn by 
a prnnclng span of horses. Ordinary 
TelntleoTB have long figured in the 
mythical doings of Santa Clans, and 
are actually driven by the Laplanders, 
but the moose Is a much larger and 
different representative of the deer 
family, and should not be confused 
with the reindeer. 

These mooso shown in the photo- 
graph were captured at Bear island 
lake, a few mlleB to tho southwest of 
Ely, threo yenrB ago. Tho mother 
had been killed by an Indian and a 
trapper In the vicinity, hearing his 
dog barking furiously, hurried to tho 
Bpot where ho found the two mqoae 
calvoB, Mr. Grossman bought tliesc 
calves from the trapper and secured 
n permit from the governor to keep 
thorn In his possession. 

At first tho moose didn't relish be- 
hltchcd up, but, as they aro young, 
they became accustomed to It much 
sooner than If they had been full- 
grown. Their antlers are now grow- 
ing and, by the time tho nnlmnls are 
five years of age, will bo of large size. 
At first the problem of feeding them 
was no small one. Whon running 
wild they live on pond illy roots, 
leaves of trees or tender shoots of wil- 
low, and to get the Illy roots It is 
very common to see them wading in 
the shallow water of their native 
haunts. At first Mr. Grossman fed 
them willow twigs and young birch, 
butt this became quite a tank, for they 
required about three wngon loads a 
week. To-day they eat hoy, turnips 
and cabbage,' and seem to enjoy the 
diet as much as the one to which they 
had before been accustomed. One of 
these moose will eat ns much as two 
horses. They nibble at something 
most of the time except when lying 
down during the mldtllo of. tho day. 
Each weighs about 700 pounds or 
thereabouts. When full-grown their 
shoulders will be higher than those of 
a horse. Their antlers will then add 
materially- to their weight, often 
weighing from 50 to CO pounds. The 
moose have a coarse brown hair.

DEADLY Q UICKSIL VER MINES 

Workers Are Effected by the Fumes 

of the Mercury and Soon 

Die. 



Europe's chief quicksilver mines nre 
are at tbc Spanish town Almndcn, 
which Is an Arabic word, meaning 
"tho mine of quicksilver." Thoso 
mines wore formerly worked by the 
Iberians, and after them by the an- 
cient Romans. Between MH6 and 
1843 the Spanish government em- 
ployed galley slaves In them, for 
working In these mines is occupation 
that soon ends In death. The fumes 
of the mercury produce constant sali- 
vation, and tho system becomes per- 
meated with the metnl. The annual 
yield of mercury Ib 1, 500,000 pounds, 
to procure which 4,000 won are en- 
gaged in this unhealthy employment 

After Almaden as a producer ol 
quicksilver comes Idrla, an Austrian 
town, "28 miies from Trieste. Those 
mines also were once worked by crim- 
inals, who, owing to the terrible 
qualities- of the mineral, expired after 
about two years' service. 

There are now nearly 600 miners 
engaged In the work at Idrla. They 
are Induced to onter the mines, by 
high pay. A pension Is allowed whon 
they are disabled, and provision 1b 
made for their widows and children.

Since the time the primaries were tohave 
been held April 28, there seems to be 
quite a cbnnge in the political outlook in 
regard to County Clerk.

While there are scandnls enough being 
unearthed in connection with the corpora- 
tions of the country, there is one in Wash- 
ington to which but little Attention has been 
called. That is the condition existing in 
tho Patent Offce. This bureau of the gov- 
ernment, and it is a great one, fa fully 
eight months behind hand in some of its 
branches. The Commissioner of Patents is 
n man who hns held office for a long time 
and he has come to the pass of many offic- 
ials who have attended long on a govern- 
ment salary, of letting his office run itself 
and not attempting to make his force keep 
up with its work. The initial work of ex- 
amining patents is from seven to eight 
months behind, in many divisions and this 
makes a delay of from a year to two years 
in issuing a patent. The hardship on the 

.public is obvious nnd it is the more unrea- 
sonable when it is considered that the Pat- 
ent Office is almost the only department of 
the government that not pays its own ex- 
penses but turns in a large surplus each year 

, to the Treasury. 



As an octopus hunter it would be hard to 
beat the President. ThiB administration 
wilt have many things to be remembered by, 
but few will rank in popular memory with 
the number of trusts detected and exposed. 
Id fact it looks as though tho President's 
dictum that there were good nnd bud trusts 
was near the point of disappearing. Be 
has certainly located a plethora of bad trusts 
but there seems to be a minus mark still on 
the side of the good ones. And the latest 
of these is the packing scandal in Chicago, 
The President would have paused this by in 
silence if he could, and very properly too. 
It would have made for personal popularity 
and would have been good campaign ma- 
terial, but the President would hare fore- 
gone both of these issues if he could have 
corrected the evil without publicity. But 
he could not. There was a great deal of 
surprise last week when it developed that 
Senator Bereridge had offered an amend- 
mentto the Agriculture Department Appro- 
: priation bill providing for very drastic meat 
inspection, the expenses to be borne by the 
packers. There was not even a division 
nskod for on the amendment, which was 
really a rider an a very imporant bill, 
Prom this curious piece of legislation devel- 
oped the whole story. It seems that last 
February there, was written a novel pur- 
porting to deal with tho packing house con- 
■ ditions in Chicago. Tha novel'waa outrag- 
eous. But the President sent out a private 
commission, composed of the Commissioner 
of Labor and a Mr. J. P. Reynolds, who is 
not connected in any way with the govern- 
ment services, to ascertain in the facts in 
case, They reported that the novel, which 
jt is unnecessary to advertise by name, had 
not overdrawn the picture at all, and that 
the conditions of Chicago were almost too 
disgusting to print. It is obvious that an- 
other trust scandal had been unearthed and 
though it would have been good campaign 
material, an effort ' was made to tack the 
Beveridge amendment to the Agricultural 
Appropriation bill and correct the condition 
without creating a scandal that would effect 
our trade abroad. This was a patriotic e- 
nough plan, but the story leaked out from 
some source or other and now the story baa 
been blown broadcast. Probably little harm 
has been done. Foreign dealers are mak- 
ing thr> most of the story as disclosed In 
the novel for months post, and it is just as 
well (or the people in this country to get 
at the truth of the story and let what cred- 
it there is in it go to the record of the ad- 
ministration.
